ON HISTORIC GROUND. 


Ceremonies at Bennington’s 
Battlefield. 


Two Great Events of Vermont’s Early 
Days Commemorated. 


President Harrison an Honored 
Guest at the Exercises. 


Two Addresses by the Chief Magis- 
trate—Hon. Edward J. Phelps 
the Orator of 
the Day. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
BENNINGTON (Vt.,) Aug. 19.—[By 
the. Associated Press.] Bennington’s 
great day dawned clear and beautiful. 
The surrounding country for miles 
emptied its entire population into the 
town. The decorations are elaborate 
and beautiful. A mounted G.A.R. 
post escorted President Harrison from 
Gen. McCullough’s house to the Sol- 
diers’ Home, where Gov. Page and all 
the living ex-Governors of the State 
greeted him. He then resumed his 
place in the carriage, which with other 
vehicles, took their places in the line. 
At 10 o’clock the procession moved 
with the Putnam Phalanx of Hartford 
as escort tothe President in the van 
with a score of carriages following 
containing distinguished guests. The 


procession was viewed by thousands of 


people, the President receiving great 
applause. The President left the line 
at the reviewing stand and the column 
passed before him. 

When the procession reached the 
monument the different commands 


grouped about it. Meantime the Pres- 
ident and party, orator of the day, 
Hon. Edward J. Phelps, Gov. Page 
and other distinguished speakers and 
guests took the President’s platform 
at the base of the monument. 

The introductory address was made 
by Gen. Veazey, ex-Commander-in- 
Chief of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public and president of the day. 

He was followed by Rev. Charles 
Parkhurst of Boston who offered 
prayer. 

Gov. Page, in a few well-chosen 
words, extended a welcome to all 
present. 

In an eloquent address Gov. Prescott 
of New Hampshire, president of the 
Monument Association, presented the 
monument to the Governor ot Ver- 
mont. In doing so he alludedin a 
brief manner to the historical facts coy- 
ering the inception of the monument 
idea, it progress and consumm? on. 

Gov. Page, in behalf of his State, 
made a brief but eloquent speech ac- 
cepting the monument. usic fol- 

owed, 


HON E. J. PHELPS’S ORATION. 
Then Hon. Edward J. Phelps, orator 


He was 
received with aroar of applause. In 
his oration he said: 


Vermont consecrates today her first 
historic monument, but not her’s alone; 
New Hampshire and Massachusetts, who 
fought with her and for her in Bennington, 
have joined in erecting this memorial to 
the common history, and they are here rep- 
resented by a splendid delegation to share 
in the triumph of its compietion and to give 
to the occasion by the distinction of their 
presence a higher dignity, a more generous 


grace, 

The day has still larger significance; it 
is trebly fortunate; it marks not only the 
anniversary of the battle and happy con- 
summation in this structure of the exer- 
tions of fifteen years, but likewise 
the centennial of the 
Vermont 
It is appropriate and gratifying that the 
Chief Magistrate of the Nation should be 
our most honored guest. In this scene 
party differences are forgotten; we are 
only Americans, and in loyaity to that great 
office and respect for the incumbent who 
fills it so well, we are this day on tne Pres- 
inent’s side, 


The speaker then followed with a 


lengthy and eloquent resumé of the 


events leading up to the battle of Ben- 
nington. 


The oration was received in a most 
appreciative manner. 


THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 
Gen. Veazey then introduced Presi- 
dent Harrison, who arose amid cheers 
and shouts ot What's the matter 
with Harrison? He's all right!“ The 


President said: 


Mr. President and § fellow-citizens: 
There are several obvious reasons why I 
should not attempt to speak to you. This 
great audience is so uncomfortably situated 
that further prolongatiou of the exercises 
must be inconvenient tothem. A stronger 
reason is that you have just listened to a 
scholarly review of those incidents which 
‘nave led to this assemblage, and to those 
lessons which they must suggest to every 
thoughtful and patriotic man. A eon of 
Vermont, honored by his State, by 
the Nation, by © profession to 
which he can do honor, honored by 
all his fellow-citizens, has spoken for Ver- 
mont and it doesn’t seem fit that these 
golden sentences into which he has gath- 
ered thoughts of preparation should be 
marred by anything I might add. I have 
no turther preparation for a speech today 
than this cordial welcome you have ex- 
tended me which makes it unfitting that I 
should neglect my most grateful acknowl- 
edgement of it. PerhapsI may be per- 
mitted asa citizen of a Western State to 
givea tributeto Vermont. Perhaps asa 
public officer 1 cau bring to you a tribute 
ot appreclation of the history ot this State. 
The other colonies staked their liberty on 
the issue, with the assurance that if they 
were successful their rights and liberties 
were theirs, and the inhabitants of the New 
Hampshire grants alone fought with the 
inbabitants of the other colonies alone, not 
knowing whether, when liberty was 
achieved, their bomes would be assured 
them by the victory. They had grave rea- 
sons to fear that the Government to whose 
supremacy Vermont had so nobly contrib- 
uted might recognize the claims of New 
York upon their homes, and all 
this struggle Vermont took a glorious 
part in securing independence, which 
was the ultimate security of the homes 
It is a glorious and un- 
matehed history. The message ot Indiana 
and of all States is worthy of Vermont, 
She has kept faith unfaiteringly from Ben- 
nington to thisday. She has added illus- 
trious names to our roll of warriors and 
statesmen. Her representation in Con- 
gress as [ have known it, has become con- 
spicuous for influence, and as far as I can 
recall has been without reproach to any 
man. We have occasionally come to Ver- 
mont with a call that did not originate 
with her own people and those calis have 
always been answered, with the same 
consecration as your own,

[Laughter and applause.| And 1 am sure 
ou have plenty of timber left in each of 
© great parties. [Cheers,] The partici- 
tion of this State In the War of the Kebel- 
ion was magnificent. Her troops took to 
the fleld that high consecration to duty that 
had characterized their fathers, ever in 
their visions lifting up their hearts in faith 
= God would bring the cause to a just 
ssue, 
Weare today approaching the conclu- 
sion of a summer Of extraordinary fruitful- 
ness. How iasignificant were the stores 
gathered in Bennington in 1777 compared 
with these storehuuses bursting with plenty 
today. Weoughtto bea grateful as well 
as prosperous people. European deficien- 
cles offer a ready market for all our cereals 
and we shall grow richer as they take food 
from our storehouses. But, after all, it is 
not wealth that tells the greatness of this 
country. Vermont has not been one of the 
rich States in gold and silver, but she has 
been wrought out of the strife of competi- 
tion and has the sturdy manhood on which 
security our country rests. | Applause. | 


In conclusion the President thanked 

the audience for its attention. 
AT THE BANQUET. 

At the banquet in the afternoon 
President Harrison spoke again. He 
eulogized New England character, 
which he said bas been a source of 
strength tothe Nation. That devo- 
tion to local self-government which 
originated the establishing and per- 
petuating of true democracy was the 
cause of the development of love of 
social order and respect for law which 
has characterized New England com- 
munities. He continued: 


I believe we have come to the time when 
we may look out 0 greater things, when 
we may take al part in the great trans- 
actions of the wor 1 believe our people 
are pre to Ipsist that the American 
flag shall again be seen upon the sea and 
that our merchants and manufacturers are 
ready to seize the golden opportunity now 
offered for extending our commerce 
into Central America and South America. 
;Cheers.} I belleve conservative finance 
will prevail in this country. I am sure dis- 
content and temporary distress will not 
tempt our pecs to forsake those 
safe lines of public administration in 
which commercial security alone rests. 
[Applause.| As long as the General 
Government farnishes the money of the 
people, 1 believe we will insist, as I have 
said before, that every dollar issued 
whether paper or coin, shall be as good and 
be kent an any other that issues 
May 1 in closing, tender to these good 
women of Vermont my thanks for the 
grace and sweetuess which their services and 
their presence have lent to this happy 
occasion. May to them that the de- 
voted services of their mothers, their cour- 
age and patience and helpfulness, shown 
in the great struggle for liberty, cannot be 
too highly appreciated. All honor to the 
New England mother, the queen of the 
New England home. There, in these nur- 
series of virtue and truth, have been found 
the strongest inflaences that have molded 

our people for good and led your sons to 

onor. Great cheering. |

with a gold medal commemorative of 
the occasion.

PERU AND CHILE. 


THE FORMER MAKING WARLIKE 
PREPARATIONS, 


Reported Defeat of Chilean Insur- 
gents by Balmaceda’s Troops 
—Movements of the Con- 
Kresslonal Warships. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN FRANCISco, Aug. 19.—]By the 
Associated Press.“ The steamer El- 
der, which arrived from Callao today, 
brings the following advices: 

Lima papers, representing the} views 
of the majority of Peruvians, espouse 
the cause of the Chilean insurgents. 
While affairs in Peru are peaceful, it 
is stated that the Peruvian army is be- 
iug armedin spite of the stipulation 
signed at the close of the war between 
Chile and Peru. 


At the opening of the Peruvian Con- 
gress, July 28, the President in his 
message said that the government had 
held aloof from the civil war in Chile 
and paius would be taken to adhere to 
this policy in order to avoid any cause 
for complaint. 

The Chilean Limes says that rumors 
are prevalent of an engagement hav- 
ing taken place between some of the 
insurgents and Balmaceda’s troops, 
and that otber expeditions are to be 
undertaken. The vessels belonging to 
the insurgent fleet which appeared off 
Valparaiso recently are reported hav- 
ing returned to the northern provinces. 

eut.-Col. Almarza, commanding 
the cavalry regiment of Coquimbo, 
with his squadron and another com- 
pany, attacked at Ballanar, July 20, 
the forces of the province of Aracana 
under O. Valle. The revolutionists in- 
trenched themselvesin the streets of 
Ballanar, but Col, Almarza succeeded 
in routing them with loss to the rebels 
of 100 killed and wounded. ‘Three 
officers and ten soldiers were taken 
prisoners. The government troops lost 
two men and one ollicer, and six cav- 
alrymen were woundad.

COERCED CELESTIALS. 


China Finds the Powers are 
in Earnest. 


The Emperor will Yield, but it May 
Cost Him His Throne. 


Queen Victoria Welcomes the French 
Fleet to Portsmouth. 


The Brussels Labor Congress a 
Flasco—- As Many Views as 
Thnere'are Delegates—Unan- 

imity Impossible. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SHANGHAI (China.,) Aug. 19.—|By 
Cable and Associated Press.) The 
situation at Pekin is grave. Ministers 
of England, France and Germany in 
behalf of others have daily interviews 
with the Tsung Li Yamen. Hunan is 
the center of the trouble. The bulk of 
the army is composed of Hunan men 
and they defy the authorities of the 
Pekin government. The ministers in- 
sist that the secret societies shall be 
suppressed, that Hunan shall be 
opened to commerce, that the man- 
darins who were implicated in the 
riots shall be degraded, full 
amends given for outrages with 
assurances for the future, or the 
powers will take immediate 
concerted action. The government 
recognizes that the old tactics of play- 
ing the powers against each other is 
futile and is aghast at their unanimity. 
The Emperor is anxious to avoid war. 
He dreads attempting to coerce the 
provinces, doubting the loyalty of high 
officials. The Chinese openly favor a 
pure Chinaman for Emperor and advo- 
dynasty. 
The attitude of many viceroys is sus- 
picious. Li Hung Chang is sitting 
still, keeping away from the scene of 
the troubles. The cost of twenty 
foreign warships in the Y ang-tse-Kiang 
is heavy, but if they are moved the 
outrages will be repeated. 

An English missionary named Gray 
was nearly murdered by soldiers at 
Kiran. Unless active steps are taken 
all the missions will cease operations. 
The central government’s usual tactics 
are to temporize and refer matters to 
local officials, but the ministers decline 
to change the venue from Pekin. They 
have gone too far for retreat without 
total loss of prestige. The government 
is utterly paralyzed and afraid to dis- 
play its rottenness by attempting any 
action. English, Russian and French 
fleets are awaiting orders within easy 
distance. China is ina dilemma with 
regard to movements against her re- 
bellious subjects. 

The imperial dvynasty’s refusal 


would render foreign intervention in- 


evitable. It is believed, however, that 
at the first sign of force, the present 
obstinacy of the government would 
give way. 

Paris, Aug. 19.—Official information 
has been received to the effect that the 
combined action of representatives of 
the powers in China is succeeding in 
bringing the Chinese government to 
look upon matters in a proper light. 
The local authorities are becoming 
more conciliatory, and it begins to look 
as if it will not be necessary to make 
the proposed naval demonstration, in 
which the warships of all powers repre- 
sented in Chinese waters were to take 

art. 

Lonvpon, Aug. 19.—The government 
of China has sentatelegram to the 
German government complaining of 
the German Minister joining the pro- 
testing powers, on the ground that no 
German was injured in the recent 
riots, and China is willing to negotiate 
with Germany alone in regard to the 
indemnity to paid Germans who 
suffered in the Chan Tung affair in 
1890; and further that Germany is only 
slightly interested in missions, and 
therefore there is no need to identify 
herself with other powers in the mis- 
sionary question. 


THE LABOR CONGRESS. 


Many Conflicting Opinions—Discuss-= 
' ions Barren of Results. 

BnusskLs, Aug. 19.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.| The British dele- 
gates to the Socialist Workingmen’s 
Congress today rejected Bebel’s amend- 
ment providing that all candidates for 
public office must accept the full 
Socialist programme, 
delegates declared themselves labor 
and not Socialist delegates, and 
adopted a modified resolution to the 
effect that workmen should exert their 
political rights to secure any useful 
reform. 

The congress after a lengthy discus- 
sion passed the resolution virtually as 
modified by the British*delegates, with 
a provision that there be organized in 
every couatry a permanent commission 
to inquire into the conditions of labor. 

One Cahan of America said: It is 
useless to beg, cringe and fawn for 
needful legislation. We must forcibly 
extort reforms and the abolition of 
existing abuses.”’ 

The discussion on the attitude of 
labor toward the Jews started a 
lengthy debate. The committee re- 
ported against anti-Semiticism as a de- 
vice of capitalists to sow dissension 
among workingmen, while many 
speakers reminded the congress that 
Jewish bankers and financiers were 
also great oppressors. Finally a reso- 
lution Was passed condemning both 
anti-Semiticism and Jewish financial 
tyranny, This impossibility of recon- 
ciling conflicting opinions and inter- 
ests is the keynote. of the whole pro- 
ceedings of the congress, the discus- 
sions leading to no practical result.

It Arrives at Portsmouth—A Royal 
elcome. 

PorTsMoUTH, Aug. 19.—iBy Cable 
and Associated Press.]

ORAN, (Algeria,) Aug. 19.—The fire 
which has been devastating the Ammi- 
Moussa forest has already destroyed 
35,000 acres of trees. 

TERRIBLE ACCIDENT. 
BERLIN, Aug. 19.—A dispatch from 
Nordenhamm, Oldenburg, says that a 
scaffold collapsed today, killing ten 
men and seriously injuring forty 
others, In addition fifteen workmen 
were precipitated into the water, but 
most of them were saved through 
clinging to planks and poles belonging 
to the fallen scaffolding. 


WILY CHEROKEES, 


How They Will Evade an Order of 
the President. 

CALDWELL (Kan.,] Aug. 19.—[By 
the Associated Press.] Asa result of 
President Harrison’s recent order per- 
mitting Cherokees to herd cattle in the 
strip, provided they can show that the 
cattle belong to them, J. B. Mayes, 
chief of the Cherokee Nation, with 
twenty-five leading men of the tribe, 
arrived here last night and held a con- 
ference today with cattlemen now 
herding cattle on the strip. It was ar- 
ranged that all cattle now grazing 
there shall be transferred to individual 
Cherokees by bills of sale. When the 
time for marketing comes the cattle 
will be transferred back at a sufficient 
advance to meet the grazing charges. 
By this agreement 500,000 cattle on the 
strip will be kept there, and as many 
brought as the Cherokees care to take.

CnicaGco, Aug. 19.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] At the Grand Pacific 
Hotel tonight were taken the first 
practical steps toward the establish- 
ment in Chicago of the People’s party. 
The conference was asecret one and 
was held because of the presence in 
the city of W. F. Rightmere, seggetary 
of the National Citizens’ Industrial 
Alliance as well as of the national 
board of organization of that body. 
Preparatory work has been going on 
here for three months and the leaders 
say secret clubs have been formed in 
nearly all the wards, while nearly 10,- 
000 names have been pledged to 
support the principles and candidates 
ofthe third party. The work of or- 
ganization will continue to be pushed. 


With Closed Doors. 
RicuMonD (Va.,) Aug. 19.—News- 
paper reporters were not allowed near 
the hall while the Farmers’ Alliance 
was in session today. The chairman 
ot the Press Committee gave out infor- 
mation. A resolution was adopted that 
the Alliance deems it to be both patriotic 
and judicious to pay out taxes in 
money and not in coupons, aud dar- 
nestly beseech taxpayers in the larger 
cities not to sacrifice our State upon 
the altar of commercial cupidity.” 
The Ailiance appreciates the impor- 
tance of settling the State’s debts, 
providing it can be done without in- 

creasing the rate of taxation.

Texas Alliance Men. 

DaLLAS (Tex.,) Aug. 19.—Jn the 
State Alliance now in session here a 
bitter fight is being made on the sub- 
treasury question, but it is evident that 
a majority of the delegates favor the 
gub-treasury scheme.

A Year of Plenty. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—Statistician 
Dodd of the Department of Agricult- 
ure says: The year promises to be 
one of abundance in almost all lines of 
agricultural production. Preliminary 
returns of acreage made show the 
— area to be about 40,000,000 acres. 
On that basis the crop should not fall 
below 525,000,000 bushels. 

“Oats are least promising of any of 
the cereals. The acreage in rye is 
little changed, but August condition is 
better, promising a large crop. — 

“The barley acreage is apparently 
the largest ever sown, and the present 
condition warrants a crop considerably 
above the average.“

Keystone Republicans Fail to Indorse 
Him for the Presidency, 


Although Such a Resolution was Of 
fered in Convention. 


A Brief and Harmonious Gathering 
— A Platform Adopted and 
Full Ticket Placed in 
Nomination.

HARRISBURG (Pa.,) Aug. 19.—[By the 
Associated Press.| The Republican 
State Convention was called to order 
at 10:40 this morning. A portion of 
the speech of Temporary Chairman 
Hall, referring to James G. Blaine “‘as 
that Republican of Republicans; that 
leader of leaders,“ was vocifecously 
cheered. After selecting committees 
the convention at 12 o’clock took @ 
recess until 2 o’clock. 

The vonvention reassembled at 2:20, 
John P. Elkins of Indiana county was 
made permanent chairman. He made 
ashort address. His references to 
Blaine were greeted with cheers. The 
one thing necessary for Republican 
success in Pennsylvania this fall, he 
declared, is harmony. 

The Committee on Resolutions re- 
ported the platform. 

The platform heartily indorses the 
administration of President Harrison 
and Postmaster-General Wanamaker, 
and approves the course of the Repub- 
licans in the last Congress, especially 
in the passage of the McKinley bill. 

In regard to Blaine the resolutions 
declare: 


It has been with especial gratification 
that Repubiicans of this commonwealth ob- 
serve the brilliant administration of the 
State Department by one of Pennsylvania’s 
native sons, whose superb diplomacy has 
electrified the hearts of all Americans, ex- 
acted from foreign people a degree of re- 
spect and admiration for the Unites States 
flag hitherto unequaled, and opened wide to 
the United States in other lands commer- 
cial gates hitherte barred. These magnifi- 
cent achievements justify confidence and 
furnish now occasion for us to reaflirm the 
l-yalty and devotion of the Republicans of 


Pennsylvania to her most distinguished son, 


Hen. James G. Blaine. 

We favor bimetallism and indorse the 
action of the fitty-first Congress in pro- 
viding for the purchase and coinage of all 
silver produced from American mines, and 
recommend such tariff duties as will protect 
our country and its currency from the de- 
basement which will surely foliow if this 
Nation is made the dumping-ground for the 
silver of the world. 

The platform further reaffirms de- 
votion to the welfare of veteran sol- 
diers in spite of malicious and unre- 
leating Democratic opposition, pledges 
itself to various State reforms, includ- 
ing a pure and unrestricted ballot, tax 
equalization,etc. and denounces the un- 
scrupulous partisanship of Gov. Patti- 
son in vetoing all apportionment bills 
passedjin compliance with constitutional 
direction by the late Republican Legis- 
lature and in negotiating other legisia- 
tion, particularly the compulsory edu- 
cation bill having in view the material 
interests of the people of the State of 
Pennsylvania. 

The platform commends the Repub- 
lican Mayor, City Solicitor, County 
Comptroller and District Attorney of 
Philadelphia for the discovery and 
prompt prosecution of those guilty of 
official malfeasance. Dishonesty, it 
says, is non-partisan. Tweeds and 
Bardsleys arise in all parties. The Re- 
publican party has always shown it- 
self ready to punish official dishonesty 
wherever found. The Legislature is 
urged to take such action in the 
improvement of the laws as to 
absolutely prevent the use of 
public funds for the personal benefit of 
public officials. In conclusion it re-

On first ballot 
Gregg was nominated by a large 
majority, and the nomination was 
afterward made unanimous. 


For State Treasurer Capt. John W. 


Morrison of Alleghany, Caleb G. 
Thompson of Warren, and Miles and 
Price of Erie were nominated. On 
first ballot Morrison received 167, 
and Thompson 84. The nomination 
was made unanimous, and after brief 
speeches of acceptance the copvention 
adjourned sine die. 

Lieut. Gov. L. A. Waters was elected 
chairman of the Republican State 
Committee to succeed W. H. Au- 
drews. —.

He is Restored to His Minis- 
terial Functions. 


SCORED BY THE PRESBYTERY 


Given the Lie Direct and Accused 
of Perjury, but Still Allowed 
to Preach—A Stormy 
Session. 


After a stormy session of the San Fran- 
cisco Presbytery on Monday last. that body 
receded from its action restraining Kev. Dr. 
Ellis from performing bis ministerial funo- 
tions, and he was allowed to again occupy 
the pulpit until his case is settled by the 
synod. The proceedings were unprece- 
dented ina religious body, and Dr. Ellis 
was freely denounced on all sides, being 
openly accused of having committed per- 
jury. and was given the lie direct. The 
following detailed report is from the Ex- 
aminer of Tuesday: 


A STORMY SESSION. 

Discussion of the logical questions was 
by no means the most interesting feature of 
the meeting of the San Francisco Presby- 
tery yesterday. It wasn't many minutes 
after Moderator Smith called the meeting to 
order that several ef the members lost their 
tempers, and some plaiviy intimated that 
others were liars, The charges against Dr. 
J. W. Ellis. late of the Tabernacle Church, 
were as usual the disturbing element, 

The tempest among the dominies was pre- 
cipitated by the introduction of a resolution 
signed by Kevs. Shearer and Kerr and Elder 
Roberts, the Judiciary Committee, charging 
Rev. J. W. E lie, late pastor of the Taber- 
nacie Church, with “e nduct unbecoming a 
Christian and a minister vu! the Presbyterian 
Church.“ 

‘The report went on to specify that Dr. 
Ellis, in a complaint filed July 27th in the 
Superior Court, asking $100,000 damages 
from the presbytery, had made use of and 
sworn to the following language: 

Fuat between the —— day of February, 
1891, and the —— day of May, 1891, the said 
defendants confederating, and 
couspiring together at ine said city aud 
county of San Francisco, State of Califor- 
nia, to injure and ruin the plaintiff in nis 
profession, occupation and we ins of making 
« living for himself and iis family .. . 
arraigned him before the presbytery and 
there tried him on the f se, malicious and 
wicked charges of misappropriation of 
church funds, deception and falsehood.” 
Immediately the reading of the resolu- 
tion was finished by Dr. Shearer. speakers 
popped up like Assembiymen, using every 
endeavor to procure recoguition from Mod- 
erator Smith. 

Dr. Mackenzie at length managed to ob- 
tain the fluor and at once began a plea for 
Dr. Ellis. He said as many kind things as 
be could of the much- bused pastor, to 
which many members listened impatiently.

Francisco Yndart Declared to 
be Not Insane. 


WILL NOT HAVE A GUARDIAN 


Charley Lee Kone’se Application 
for a Writ of Habeas Corpus 
Denled—Court Notes— 

New Suits. 


Judge Lucien Shaw, sitting for Judge 
Clark, in Department Two yesterday denied 


the application of Leonard Labory for his 


appointment as guardian of the person and 
estate of Francisco Yudart, and alleged in- 
competent. 

A large number of witnesses were exam- 
ined upon both sides of the case, Mrs. Mag- 
gie Yudart being one of the most important 
forthe applicant. She testified that she 
was the wife of Francisco Yndart. That he 
was in constant fear of death from poison 
or violence, and for eight years had made it 
his custom to exchange his food and drink 
for that of others at thet ble lest he might 
be poisoned by her. During all that time he 
had been addicted to the use of intoxicants 
and was often under their influence. He 
did little for the maintenance of bis family, 
though it was often in his power. His mind 
was so weakened by drink that he was eas- 
ily influenced by any one with whom he 
was placed, and his uncie had gained com- 
plete mastery over bim. 

Yodart, himself, when upon the stand in 
his own behaif, admitted that he did what 
ever be was told todo, and number of medi- 
cal experts stated that he was deficient in 
will power. Several leading citizens, all of 
whom had met him recently, admitted that 
he drank a great deal, but considered him 
rational and perfecily capable of attending 
to his business affairs. 

It was urged, however, by Yodart’s coun- 
sel that bis peculiarities had been exageer- 
ated, and that sufficient cause had not u 
shown why he shuuid be placed under the 
care of a guardian, with which view the 
Court colncided. 

WILL REMAIN IN JAtt. 

In Depattment Three, yesterday after- 
noon, Charlie Lee Kong, the Monguiian 
recently held to answer by Justice Austin to 
the crime of having, on July 31 last,

IT is HARD WORK. 


Trip with a Coupleof S n PedroCus- 
toms Officers. 

San Pedro is one of the busiest ports of its 
size inthe country, and its monthly re- 
ceipts are far in excess of some places 
where the Government has spent thousands 
of dollars in buildings, boats, ete. Notwith- 
standing this fact, the Government owns no 
building at San Pedro, the one occupied, 
which may have costas much as $700 to 
build, being rented, and the officers are not 
— with even a rowboat to board in- 
comlog vessela, Several years ago a worn- 
out skiff was sent down from the San 
Francisco customhuuse, but this only lasted 
a short time, and it now lies at the bot- 
tom of the creek. Now, when the boarding 
officer goes out to meet a U 1 he either 
has to borrow or rent a sai boat, and if 
there is no wind he has to wait until a 
breeze comes up, or row out to the ship. 
Phe necessity for some sort of a steam 
launch was shown during the Robert and 
Minnie affair, when the Government officer 
was obliged te sign a contract for $1000 or 
$2000 before he could get the use of a tug 
for an hour or two to bring the schooner 
in, and, although the case was fully writ- 
ten up at the time, nothing was ever done 
about it.

The Water Falling a Quarter of an 
Inch a Day.

In his capacity as prosecuting attorney 
Dr. Kerr filed a notice of complaint to the 
synod because of the action of the presby- 
tery in removing the restraint from Mr. 
ellis and permitting him to preach, after

Tux Herald afew days ago made a 


somewhat violent, not to say ‘“‘coarse 
and brutal“ (vide the defunct Trom- 
bone,) assault upon the bankers of 
San Francisco as a whole, declaring 
that there was not a real banker 
among them. or words to that effect. 
What is the matter with our recent 
fellow-citizen, Mr. I. W. Hellman, as a 
banker with the instincts and methods 
of a natural banker,“ as he has been 
called—and a good one.

the phylloxera than we have in this 
country with our anti-scale bug laws. 
The telegraph yesterday told of a 
meeting at Epernay which was turned 
topsy-turvy and its action reversed by 
a crowd of vineyardists, who rushed in 
shouting: There is no phylloxeral 
Down with the wine merchants!’’ 
These vineyardists are making ‘a lusty 

Kick against the plan recommended by 
the Minister of Husbandry for the ap- 
pointment of inspectors with power to 
enter any vineyard and compel its dis- 
infection. If the vine men could an- 
nihilate the phylloxera by denying its 
existence and downing the merchants, 
it would be very fine; but the probabil- 
ities are that they had better accept 
and help enforce wholesome laws on 
the subject. It is their best way out 
of the difficulty. . 


THE cities of Seattle and Tacoma 
have a standing dispute about the 
name of the highest snow peak in the 
Cascade range. Tucoma persists in 
the fanciful Indian title which she 
proudly bears herself and Seattle de- 
clores that she will never, never call it 
by any other name than Rainier. “In

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THE SENATOR’S SECOND FAD, 


Senator Stanford’s project for colo- 
nizing 50,000 or more colored people in 
California, which is said tobe under 
full headway, seems to be about as 
visionary as his late 2 per cent. loaning 
scheme. Everybody who looks at the 
new project with a practical eye will 
see at a glance that it is not at all fea- 
sible. What would Senator Stanford 
do with 50,000, or even 5000 poor ne- 
groes if he had them here? It would 
be impossibie to settle them at once 
on Government iand even if desirable 
locations were strung along both sides 
of the road from Bakersfield to Menlo 
Park. It the colonists were thus set- 
tled, they would need money to pro- 
vide them with cabins to live in, 
teams and implements to work 
the land, seed to plant and the where- 
with to live from nine months ora 
year, until they could realize on crops. 
If they were settied as tenants on some 
of the great ranches, the same provi- 
sion would have to be made for them. 
Does the Senator’s scheme comprehend 
all this? 

Or, if it is expected that they would 
make themselves self-sustaining from 
the outset, they must go to work on 
the ranches and in orchards and vine- 
yards as laborers. But here again the 
plan is impracticable. So large a body 
of unskilled laborers could not be forced 
upon the farmers of California at once. 
There is nothing for them to do with- 
out setting adrift the men who are 
already performing the outdoor work. 
Even atthe busiest seasons of fruit 
picking and drying only a small part 
of them could be utilized as an extra 
force, and such work would not last 
more than two or three m onths of the 
year. 

If the Senator means to displace the 
Chinamen who now work as field 
hands, he must take some more grad- 
ual way of getting at it. Tne farm- 
ers, orchardists and vineyardists will 
have something to say about the men 
whom they hire. Many of them have 
in their employ Chinamen who have 
become adepts in their special lines of 
work and their services could not be 
dispensed with until other equally 
skilled labor is ready to tuke their 
places. 

Several attempts have hitaerto been 

made to colonize negroes in this State, 
without success. Kern, Fresno and 
Shasta counties have each taken a turn 
atit. Several years ago E. J. Baldwin 
set out to locate a colony of colored 
people on his great Santa Anita ranch, 
to work it for him something 
after the manner of a Southern 
He built barracks or 
„quarters“ for them and settled them 
well enough, under a contract to work 
a year; but,in three months there 
were not three colored families on the 
place. 
It is even hinted that Senator Stan- 
ford may have an eye to leeward in the 
political effect of figuring as the great 
Chinese expeller. He may wish to 
offset his recent record of the days of 
Central Pacific building, when he 
played the great and original part of 
Chinese importer. This, if true. is of 
course a laudable ambition. It is 
never too late to mend. Ifthe Sena- 
tor could now send out of the country 
halfas many pig-tailsas his company 
originally introduced, he would un- 
doubtedly be doing a great thing. 

The introduction of several thousand 
ignorant and dependent negroes, who 
would be pretty apt to follow their 
leader, might, in time, be turned into 
a political factor of no m ropor- 
tions, it is true. But here in dnough 
time would have to lapse constitute 
them voters before the force could be- 
come effective, and meanwhile they 
would have to live and the living of so 
many people, even on the cheapest 
fare, is expensive. It is a question 
whether the same amount of money 
spentinthe slums of San Francisco 
about election times would not accom- 
plish a good deal more. N 

We do not wish it understood that 
any such ulterior motive is attributed 
to our great Pacific Coast philanthro- 
pist; on the contrary nothing could be 
further from his thoughts. But we 
simply wish to show that the project 
does not seem any more feasible from 
the standpoint of practical politics 
than it does from that of practical ag- 
rieulture. 

After all, the report of this coloniza- 
tion scheme may proveto have been 
the hallucination of some wild-eyed 
reporter. Tosucha source it would 
be much more reasonable to assign it 
than to the sober judgment of a man of 
great affairs, and a many-time million- 
aire. 


EXCLUSION AND THE FAIR, 


The Washington Post calls attention 
to a curious complication likely to 
arise between the United States and 
China in respect to the forthcoming 
World’s Fair. It says: 


If anything were needed to show the 
absurdity of the policy of this Government 
tuward the Chinese, it is surely furnished 
in the embarrassing position in which our 
Goverumeut finds itself in relation 
to the admission of Chinese ex- 
hibitors and visitors to the Colum- 
bian Exposition, 


government and the peopie of China, 
requesting their participation in the great 
exhibition to be held at Chicago, and now 
there is a question as to how this invitation 
may be affected by the provisions of the 
Chinese Exciusion Act. itis easy to see 
that it would be wholly unworthy of the 
dignity of this Nation to invite people of 
another nation to take part in commemora- 
tion of a gieat historical event, and then to 
refuse them permission to land upon its 
shores. But it is not easy to see how the 
obnoxious law, ‘which provides that all 
Chinese citizens, except ina few specified 
cases, shall be strictly excluded from this 
country, is to be got over. 

The problem has been submitted to the 
Treasury Department by the Columbian 
Commission, and Assistant, Secretary Net- 
tleton has replied to the effect that if the 
difficulty cannot otherwise be got over, Con- 
gress may be asked to enacta provision 
which will Warrant extension of proper

duty bound, extended his invitaton to the 


and creditable permission to Chinese to ac- 
cept the President’s invitation and to visit 
our World's Fair. It the discussion of this 
embarrassing difficulty bas the effect of at- 
tracting the public mind to the narrow, il- 
liberal and utterly unnecessary character of 
* ee act, it will not have been all 
n vailu. 


If we are not mistaken, the excep- 
tions proyided in the present exclusion 
law are broad enough to permit any 
number of Chinese gentlemen and 
ladies to visit this country for the pur- 
pose of travel, sight-seeing or study. 
But even allowing that some action of 
Congress would be necessary to throw 
open the doors a little wider for 
Chinese to visit the fair, there is no 
necessity of relaxing the rigid policy 
which obtains as to the settlement of 
Chinese in this country. 


LET THE PUNISHMENT FIT THE 
CRIME, 


We do not wish to say that there is 
any crime in the calendar which justi- 
fies burning at the stake; and if there 
were, no civilized nation could afford 
for its own sake and for the example 
it sets, toinflictit. Butit does seem 
as though banging, decapitation or 
electrocution is too good for a man 
who deliberately opens a switch or 
places an obstruction ona track with 
the purpose of wrecking a railroad 
train. The wretch who commits such 
a crime does not know how many men, 
women and children he may be con- 
signing to an awful fate—some to be 
mangled and die by slow torture, some 
to be maimed and subject to untold 
suffering the rest of their days, some 
mayhap to be burned alive. The effect 
ofa fiendish act which may be com- 
mitted inside of five minutes, and 
which may have no greater incentive 
than to “get even“ with a railroad 
company or to perpetrate a robbery, is 
too awful to contemplate. It seems to 
us that the laws need rein- 
forcing as regards punishments for 
such crimes, and thatin behalf of the 
traveling public—which means sub- 
stantially everybody at some time or 
other—it would not be too severe to 
impose capital punishment on anybody 
convicted of a deliberate attempt to 
wreck a train, whether he succeeded 
or not. 

The accident to the Santa Barbara 
train Tuesday night, attributed to 
some tramp who opened the switch at 
Tropico, fortunately did not result in 
damage to life or limb, though the en- 
gine and a car or two were badly 
wrecked. ~The fellow who tampered 
with the switch, however, had murder 
most foul in his breast, and he should 
be dealt with, if the law would permit 
it, as severely as though he had killed 
or maimed a dozen people. . 


NO TOBACCO FOR “KIDS,” 


It may be news to some people that 
there is alaw in the California Statutes 
which reads as follows: 


Section 308, Every person who sells, or 
gives, or furnishes in any way to another, 
whoisin fact under the age of 16 years, 
any tobacco, or preparation of tobacco, is 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion thereof shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding $100; provided, however, tnat this 
section shall not be deemed to apply to ar- 
ticles furnished on prescriptions from phy- 
sicians authorized by law tb practice medi- 
cine, nor to persons who supply such arti- 
cles to their own children, nor to sales made 
to such miuors upon the written consent of 
the parents or guardians of such minors 
first obtained in writing by the vendor. 


This is a just and a wise law, and it 
ought not to become a dead letter; but 
the chances are that it is violated in 
this city hundreds of times every day. 
A few arrests, convictions and fines 
for its infraction might open the eyes 
of some tobacconists.

Movements That Come Naturally 
Where Women All Look 
Proficiency is At- 
tained in Time.

With chattering teeth, a blue nose. 
covered with goose- flesh, and not much 
of anything else, I stood in position.“ 
which, when translated, means with 
arms extended forward io a straight 
line, hands with palms together, fingers 
close, thumbs down, writes Meg“ in 
the Philadelphia Times. Then comes 
the monotonous count—o-n-6, t-w-o, 
t-h-r-e-e, just as if you were receiving 
a lesson in masic, One,“ separate 
the hands by opening from the under 
side; make a circle or half-circle by 
bringing the arms out to a straight 
line at the side from the shoulder. 
“Two,” draw the elbows to the side 
aod bands to the chest. Three,“ 
shoot them from the chest to position 
again. 

Next I was told to be seated aud to 
extend my legs forward, heels together, 
toes out. While the arms are sweep- 
ing the circle at one the legs re- 
main in position. At two,“ while 
the elbows and hands go to the sides 
and chest, the heels, sticking close to- 
gether, and drawn up to the body. At 
„three“ the arms shoot forward to 
position. The legs must be straight- 
ened out sideways with a vigorous 
kick and cut a circle back to position. 
The knees are Kept straight and the 
force of the movement all comes from 
the hips. By the time I had finished 
this movement lesson there was not a 
muscle in my body that had not been 
used, and the strain equally distrib- 
uted; so you at once see why swim- 
ming develops muscular forces, gives 
agility and suppleness to the limbs, 
opens the chest, increases lung capac- 
ity, equalizes the circulation, and 
creates and preserves beauty of form 
and grace of outline and rbythmic 
movements—but if you think it is 
„easy just try it. 

J was assured the movements would 
come more naturally in the water, 80 
to the water we went and the harness 
or belt attached to the pulley rope was 
adjusted around my body, just under 
the arms, and I confess to yeu pri- 
vately that if it had been a hangman’s 
noose and the kindly instructor a duty- 
bound sheriff I could not have been 
more terrified.

STARCH FROM POTATOES. 


What an Expert Starch- maker has 

to Say upon the Subjsct.! 
Much bas been said and written of 
late upon the subject of utilization of 
the surplus potatoes, and the sugges- 
tion of starch factories has been well 
received. An expert starch-maker, in 
aletter to the Veutura Free Press 
gives some timely information which is 
here reproduced. 

»The necessary plant for a factory to 

put out a ton of prime quality of 
starch a day of twelve hours will cost 
from $1500 to $2000, without the build- 
ing,“ he says. The latter would not 
cost very much. Most of the necessary 
machinery could be built on the ground 
by an ordinary millright. 
The potatoes are ground under 
water, then with the aid of muriatic 
and some sulphuric acid are decanted 
until all portions and particles of fibre 
are removed. On an average it takes 
about two and a quarter to two and a 
half tons of potatoes to make a ton of 
starch. The offal of the potatoes will 
very nearly pay for making the starch, 
providing there is stock near -which 
can be fed on the offal. Three hun- 
dred pounds of the latter as it comes 
from the mill is equal to 100 pounds of 
the best timothy hay. Potato starch 
is equal if not better than that made 
from corn. It sells at from 5 to 8 cents 
a pound at wholesale and I think would 
retail for as much as the best eastern 
article. The potato can also be turned 
into syrup or glucose at about the same 
cost and profit. 

„Lam not saying the above things 
from hearsay, but from personal 
knowledge, asI have made thousands 
of tons of it in Switzerland, where the 
manufacture of starch was a very large 
industry until the potato Gisease made 
it unprofitable. Here in the United 
States most of the potato starch comes 
from Maine, Massachusetts and Can- 
ada. I know of no one in the business 
on the Coast. It has been a sur- 
prise to me for some time that 
no one has started in the  busi- 
ness for it is well known that at least 
1000 tons of starch are yearly shipped 
here from the East. If a community 
would agree to raise a certain amount 
of potatoes a year, and owned their 
own starch plant, they could always 
geta market. If the price of potatoes 
was good they could sell them and if 
not they could turn them into starch. 
Two things are indispensable to the 
success of a factory, i. e., good water, 
clear of lime and in large quantities 
and a good drainage.“

H. A. Unruh, Who has control of the 
interests of E. J. Baldwin in Southern 
California, wasin the city yesterday. 
Mr. Unruh was seen by a TiMEs rep- 
resentative at the Stewart Hotel, and 
asked concerning the vast irrigating 
scheme which Mr. Baldwin now hason 
hand, and which will affect the waters 
of Bear Valley. Mr. Unruh made but 
a brief stay in San Bernardino, owing 
to the fact that he was about to leave 
for Bear Valley to get certain levels 
and other information essential to the 
plan Mr. Baldwin has in view, and which 
will redeem about sixty thousand acres 
of what is now a barren and desolate 
waste. 

Mr. Unruh consented to talk and 
explained briefly what Mr. Baldwin 
had in view. According to the state- 
ment he made the idea is to take the 


second lake in Bear Valley, and by 
means of a tunnel about two miles 
long put them on the other side of the 
mountain down upon what is now a 
desert. Still the land on the other side 
of the mountain is equally as 
good as that upon this side. The only 
thing that is lacking is water. If Mr. 


waters of Van Dusen Cafion and the 


Baldwin or anyone else can place water 
on some of the land beyond the San 
Bernardino Mountains he will have 
accompiished a great work and will 
really be a public benefactor. There 
are various legal complications, how- 
ever, which may interfere with Mr. 
Baldwin carrying out the great work 
be has in contemplation—in fact, he 
has already commenced the initiator 
work. Ten thousand feet of wire will 
be taken by him to Bear Valley to 
fence in some 3100 acres of land which 
he owns surrounding the second lake. 
Yesterday there was quite a fight on 
before the City Trustees. The matter 
of paving several streets came up. 
About the matter of paving there was, 
of course, no dispute. But when it 
came to the matter of awarding the 
bid to contractors then there was 
trouble. The Porphyry Paving Com- 
pany and Ramish, Marsh & Co., both 
of Los Angeles, were the only bidders. 
Tue bid of the latter firm was 817 cents 
below that of the former. But the 
latter compauy agreed to furnish 
Colton marble instead of porpbyry rock. 
The Colton rock, it was said, was 
equally as good as porphyry. The board 
deliberated over the matter for some 
time and finally asked for the opinion 
of the City Engineer as to the relative 
qualities of the two rocks for paving 
purposes. The City Engineer sub- 
mitted the following report: 

Porphyry is a harder rock than Colton 
marble aud hence would be more enduring 
than the latter. Oa the other hand it is 
Claimed that Colton marble after pulyeriz- 
ing bas certain adhesive qualities which 
will cement the pavement. it will there- 
fore be seen that the question of traffic on 
the streets proposed to be paved cuts no 
figure in the matter. 1 therefore decide that 
on Second street where traffic is light the 
Colton marble is equally as good as por- 
phyry, and that on E street, where much 
heavy freighting is done, Colton marble is 
inferior and not equally as good, 

Col. Palmer appeared before the 

trustees as the representative of the 
Porphyry Company and endeavored to 
show that the Colton marble rock was 
inferior. The Colonel had a difficult 
task to perform and he made a noble 
endeavor, but he did not succeed. 
After considerable by-play, both con- 
tracts for paving were awarded to 
Ramish, Marsh & Co. E street from 
Second to Third, and Second street 
from D to F will be paved with Colton 
marble rock. 
- The municipal squabble remains in 
statu quo. Byron Waters, whom it 
was expected would furnish the key to 
the whole matter, was forced to depart 
last evening for San Francisco on im- 
portant business. This was unfortu- 
nate, but iteould not be helped. Mr. 
Water be back Monday, however, 
und thén great things are expected.

NEGROES FOR CALIFORNIA. 


An Oakland Paper Says the Col- 
onlzation Scheme is Nonsense. 
In discussing the New York Herald’s 

article advoeating the colonization of ne- 

groes in California, printed in Tue Times 
yesterday, the Oakland Times says: 

“The New York Herald’s assertion that 
50,000 negroes can find work immediately 
in California.shows how much farther and 
how much faster silly notions can travel 
than common sense. It shows, too, the 
evil done by thoughtless newspaper propri- 
etors who open their columns to irresponsi- 
ble men having in view no good purpose. 
Had there been no notice taken of the wild 
vagaries of one R. C. O. Benjamin by the 
press of California, there would have been 
no proposition to flood California with col- 
ored paupers broached in so high a place as 
the generally reliable columns of the Her- 

d, California has no need for 50,000 ne- 
oe laborers—nor for fifty. Itis a fact that 

alifornia cannot furnish steady employ- 

ment to ali the white laborers now 

here. ‘There are thousands idle 
men and boys in San Francisco and 
in the other — e cities of the State. What 
California needs is capital to develop her 
natural resources, that employment may be 
given tothe laborers already here, It is 
true that the State is growing and prosper- 
ing—but there is always room for more 
growth and greater prosperity. And Cali- 
fornia has had her lesson in cheap labor by 
a servile race. She has been, fora few 
years past, getting rid of the Chinese, and 
as fast as they have gone their places have 
been taked by white men. There bas been 
some negro immigration, but it has been 
only the national proportion. The negroes 
here are of the class common in the North- 
ern States, educated and self-sustaining. 

In past years one or two attempts have been 

made to flood the State with colonies of 

ignorant fleld-hands, but these attempts 
have been abortive. The conditions here 
are not favorable to the Southern 
negro. The Californian persists in 
looking upon the négro asa man who bas 
to earn his own living, notas a child who 
is to be humored and cared for. The negro 
cannot thrive under these conditions, for 
as a race he is dependent. He has not the 
remotest idea of the meaning of the word 

‘“rustie.” The man who cannot “rustle”’ in 

California is apt to starve, despite the glori- 

ous richness of the State and its abundant 

yield of everything | needed to supply the 
wants of humanity.”
